Otter's command numbered 300, com- 
prising the Mounted Police under Herch- 
mer, men from the Queen's Own Rifles, 
B battery, the Ottawa Foot Gaards and 
C Company, besides mounted volunteors 
from Battleford. The engagement took 
place on Poundmaker's reserve, the In- 
dians numbering 600. The fight lasted 
from five in the morning tillncon, and was 
most hotly contested throughout. 

Tho column made a splendid march. 
They coyered over 35 miles, fought the 
battle and returned to Battleford, all in- 
side of 30 hours, 

Winnirec, May 6.-—-There is no sign 
yet of an advance on the part of Middle- 
ton. 

Nore :—The Indians and half-breeds in 
town profess to have received intelligence 
of this fight some hours before it came over 
the wires. They state that Poundmaker's 
men were concealed behind a bluff and 
were lying down waiting for the troops to 
advance, hear horses were concealed in 
a ravine behind them. The Indians fired 
a volley into the troops, mauy of the latter 
falling. The troops continuing to advance 
the Indians retreated, still firing, to their 
horsesand rodeaway. ‘The troops returned 
to Battleford the Indians not pursuing. 
Poundmaker’s men have now left the 
reserve to join Big Bear, 

Lt. Pelletier, wounded in the fight is a 
cor.of Senator Pelletier of Quebec.

The Census and Representation 


Itis presumed that the taking of the 
census of the territories this Summer will 
not be prosecuted with that ardent baste | 
which the discussion of the subject at 
Ottawa, in the earlier part of the session, 
seemed to promise. Of course Mr. Pope 
could not tell there was going to be a re- 
bellion through the country,—that was 
notin bis department If he had he 
would have offered the census commiss- 
ioners larger premiums. As it is. it will be 
now almost as difficult to get census com- 
missioners as it will be to get farm in- 
structors fer the Indians,—not that the 
pay is less attractive than 1t was but that 
the chances of drawing it are more proble- 
matic. It addition to that the population 
will be more shifting this Summer than 
usual, and many bona-fide settlers will be 
either in the militia or in the cast. From 
these and other causes it may fairly be 
presumed that census taking, this year at 


least, will be attended with delay: that} 
in | thankfulness 
| 


wil! render the resalts by Autusw 
sufficient for all practical purposes 


If the census is practically postponed | 
fora year, the representation of these | 
territories in parliament will be postponed | 
indefinitely. The postpouement of re- 
presentation is such an unmixed evil that | 
it cannot be contemplated without the | 
gravest fears for the result. Irrespective 
of politics, all classes in the territories have | 
come to recognize that the future peace of | 
the country, after the rebellion is put down 
depends largely on their having represen- | 
tatives at Ottawa who may keep the gov- | 
ernment, at all times, fully informed as to 
the states of feeling in the scttled parts of 
the provisional districts. The re>ellion 
way be considered to have disillusioned 
the government as to the adequacy of re- 
presentation by means of government 


as well as the numerous waifs, of whom 
the country is full, who have axes to grind, | 
have preved their utter inability to give | 
the authorities even the slightest intimat- 
ion that halfbreeds, Indians, or settlers | 
are anything but happy. No government 

can hope to govern a country without 

having some idea of the course of public | 
feeling init.
